The bombardment bore witness to 
the fact, which has been becoming 
more evident during the past month, 
that the Germans have enormously 
improved their artillery equipment. 
They have apparently a greater sup- 
ply of fuses and shells than ever, and 
they are able to concentrate upon 
divers sectors of tho line, 

Fully nine German battalions ad- 
vanced after two and — three-quarter 
hours’ bombardment. The way had 
been eleared by artillery so thoroughiy 
that it was impossible to stop them. 

Meanwhile the British artillery 
{from the entire sector began to cone 
centrate upon the German lines 
around here, When the Germans oc- 
cupled our trenches our gunners, hav- 
ing every range exactly, were able to 
heap wholesale death upon them, so 
that their temporary victory was bar- 
ren, it having been impossible for 
them to dig themselves in and obtain 
any real shelter from our guns, 

Prepare to Retake Ground, 

Immediate preparations were made 
to recover the ground, The  Cana- 
dians, whose main line was now from 
the southwest of Hooge, through 
Sanctuary wood, towards Hill 60, used 
the darkness of Friday night to pun- 
ish the foe, All night raiding parties 
and bombing parties threw themselyos 
upon the German front, while our ar 
tillery in turn made an impenetrable 
screen of fire behind the new German 
front. The Germans tried to advance

Along the Bessarabian front, in the 
Dneister region, along the lower 
Stripa and in Volhynia, the Russians 
attacks have been particularly violent.

Bad Weather ut Verdun. 

Around Verdun bad weather has sot 
in and as a result the artHlery of both 
sides have kept to their trenches and 
only bombardments have taken place. 
No new changes in position are ro- 
corded, Around Vaux and Damloup, 
northeast of Verdun, the bombard- 
ments on both sides have, continued 


with great intensity, while to the west 
of the Meuse the shelling has been 
only intermittent, 


On the remainder of the front in 
France, except around Ypres, the sit- 
vation is reported quiet. About Ypres 
however, the Germans and Canadians 
ore keeping up the violent fighting that 
has been in progress since list week, 
when the Germans, under a terrific 
rain of shells, captured Canadian pos- 
itions, which later were retaken im 
hand-to-hand and bombing struggles 
Returning to the attack Sunday, the 
Germans again forced the Canadians 
to relinquish the’ bulk of the recaptur- 
ed ground, but the Canadians are dis 
puting strongly the efforts of the Teu- 
tons to oust them from the remainder

Advance Into Italy. 


Vienna reports that, despite the 
slurdy resistance of the Italians, the 
Austrians have made o further ud

evening from the BE. D. & B. C. depot, 
ot Louls Paul, of Gifford, Arkansas, 
Mr. Paul left his present home for the 
northland last Monday and has beeen 
practically travelling ever since, For- 
merly a resident of Nebraska, he went 
to Arkansas with a view to settling 
there, But he found the climate too 
hot and too wet and hearing of the 
Peace River country he determined to 
come north and investigate, and he ts 
so far satisfied with climatic condl- 
tions as he found them during his 
short stay in Bdmonton that last even- 
ing he had well nigh made up his 
mind to locate When he got to Grand 
Prairie. ° 

Other prospective settlers from the 
United States were Mr. and Mrs. 
Phelps, from Isoco, in Southern Michi- 
gan, while T. B. Long, of Maple Creek, 
Saskatchewan, and R. Buck, of Stone- 
wall, might be said to be representa- 
tive of the resides ot the eastern 
priirie provinces who look to the 
Peace River country as the great

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 6—Three 
well-known Vancouver boxers may 
muke the long trip to Australia within 
the next few weeks to engage in a 
sericn of bowts before “Snowy” Baker's 
club. The Sydney promoter is now in 
communication with representatives 
of the Vancouver boys and they expect 
to depart shortly for the Antipodes. 
Billy Weeks, middleweight champion 
of Canada; Frank Barrlenu, Pacific 
Coast welterweight champion, and 
Harry Anderson, a clever lightweight, 
are the ones asked to make the trip 
to Kangarooland. Barrieau is a 
former Canadian amateur champion. 


He won the title in Toronto a few years, 


ago when Chet. McIntyre took three 
boys across the continent and won 
three national titles, Barrieau winning 
in two divisions, 

Billy Weeks is a veteran of the 
squared circle. He started boxing six 
years ago, and in that period he has 
engaged in 63 bouts. He has lost but 
one decision, a fifteen-round match to 
Frank Mantell, who had just previ- 
ously beaten Billy Papker, former 
world's middleweight champion. 

Weeks has established three dis- 
tinct ring records. He won two cham- 
plonships in one night—the middle 
und heavyweight titles of British 
Columbia. Few boxers have duplicat- 
ed this feat. Weeks made another 
record when he took a championship 
in 19 seconds, something never before 
chronicled in ring annals, defeating 
Joe Dewar for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of western Canada. 

When Weeks knocked out Romeo 
Hagen in two seconds at Wilkeson, 
Wash., on Dec. 18, 1915, he equalled 
the world’s record for short contests 
held by Battling Nelson, who stopped 
Billy Rossler in two seconds at Har- 
vey, III., April 6, 1902. These two 
battles are the shortest in ring history.

CAUSES OF HEAVY 
LOSSES IN PIGS 


The department of agriculture is is- 
suing a circular calling atention to the 
causes of the heavy losses in young 
pigs folowing a severe winter, based 


upon a personal inspection of a num- 
ber of farms made by W. F. Stevens, 
the live stock commissioner, Although 
he does not hesitate to classify the 
causes in the majority of cases under 
the following headings: 

Farrowed in February—tThe losses 
among pigs farrowed in February are, 
as n rule, heavy. In a senson when 
the weather was as cod as it was last 
February the losses were particularly 
heavy. This fact alone would account 
for many deaths, 

Pens—Animals confined within 
poorly lighted and ill-ventilated hous- 
ings cannot thrive, and young animals 
cannot develop strength nor resist 
disease in such places. Pneumonia 
doubtless carried off most of the, eariy 
farrowed animals that were thus cared 
for. 

Feeding heavily oh barley—Barley 
was relatively cheaper than oats last 
winter, and many farmers yielded to 
the temptation to feed it to their brood 
sows. Barley develops fat, but not 
bone and muscle, Bone and muscle, 
but not fat, are what the young animal 
requires in order to enable it to avoid 
danger and keep from being lain on 
and suffocated in the nest. 

Feeding the dam too heavily after 
farrowing—The swine grower who 
likes to feed liberally is usually a 
heavy loser from “thumps.” Feeding 
the sow heavily on heating foods, par- 
ticularly barley, wheat, rye or speltz, 
and keeping her confined in a pen, is 
likely to result in “thumps” among 
the young pigs. Turn the sow out; 
feed u thin slop of ground oats or 
green forage of some kind. 

Sows had frozen teats—Some swine 
growers went to the opposite extreme, 
They fed their sows out-of-doors dur- 
ing the coldest weather, In many 
cases these had to wade through snow 
drifts when going from the nesting 
place to the feeding ground, The re- 
sult was that some of them froze their 
teats and were, therefore, unable to 
suckle thelr young, which died of 
starvation. 

Swine growers who haye suffered 
losses of young pigs should write tc 
the department of agriculture and ask 
for a copy of the Live Stock Vamphiet 
entitled “Preparing for the Pig Crop"; 
also the pamphlet entitled The Suck- 
ling Period,”
